I have heard that after 
arriving at an interior town in Illinois, and 
having resided there a safticient length of 
time, he procured a divorce from bis wife and 
married Miss Phillips, but of this I have no 
Pervonal knowledge. It is certain that she

Mra, Dickens lives, and still lives, in Lond 
She is now. afflicted with blindness, and is 
supported by Charles Dickens. 

“When Mr. Dickens visited this country 
last year, and received a large sum of money 
from bis readings, a portion ot which he 
bestowed in charity upon stranger 











to spite, becauso Mr. Dickens had not i 
he was to give his readings. I am sure there 
‘was no such feeling as this evoked at aay 
time—certainly not ia my own case. ‘There 
‘war, however, an important misapprebonsion 
ot facts. It iseasy now to soo. why Mr. Dick- 
ns could not visit Chicago. “If he had done 
so he must either recognize Mrs, Bertha 
Phillips Dickens, to the injury of tho other 
Mes. Dickens, or by his refusal todo so ex- 
pose her tocontumely. It is easy to see also 
‘why he contributed nothing to her support. 
Aglimmering of the truth was given to the 
Public Ja the London correspondence of the 
Daily Advertiser, but without the knowledge 
or privity of Mr. Dickens. 

“These facts came to my knowledge 
through the kindness of a literary friend in 
London, a few days before Mr. Dicke 
parture from this countcy. Much as I 
to repair the injury that bad been done him, 
At was clearly impossible to do so without in— 








been solicitous that the lady in question 
‘should receive no other injury from his 
family than she had already received ; that he 
wished ber well, and that he was willing to 
do, orto forbear doing, anything not inconsis- 
tent with bis duties to the more afflicted wo- 
‘man whom his brother Augustus bad left in 
England. 

“It only remains to add that Mrs, Bertha 
Phillips'Dickens (whom I never raw) bore an 
unblemished reputation at Chicago. Upon 
the decease of her busband she was left desti- 
tute, with three infant children to support aud 
educate. Sbe was faithful to those whom God 
committed to her care. Her noble struggle 
with poverty was alleviated in a great degree | 
by the kind-hearted gentlemen of the land 
department of the Illinois Central Railway, 
‘of which Mr. Augnstus Dickens bad been an 
employe ; and it is safe to sesame that her | 
deaf children will not come to want.

River Executive Co-operative 
Relief Committes, composed of the gentlemen 
named by the St. Paul and Canadian Com- 
mittees, with five others addod to their num 
ber, having received the reports of the Dub- 
Committees appointed for the purpose of 
ascertaining the amount of destitution ia the 
several districts throughout the sottlement, 
find that the cases of actual destitution are far 
more numerous than wasexpected. ‘Thereare 
at present four hundred aud thirty-five families 
‘ot two thousand four hundred and twelve ine 
dividuals needing immediate relief ; and forty- 
eight families of two hundred and forty 
individuals who will probably be soon on 
the list, But besides this, many who bare 
Low some little means of support will, before 
the winter is over, be applicants for rellef, 
‘There are also many who had gone into the 
interior in the hope of finding buffalo as in 
former years, continually coming in in astate 
of starvation, 

‘There is thus every likeliuood that before 
next harvest the number of the destitute will 
tbo largely increased—in the estimation of 
many,oven doubled. The total dostraction of 
crops by the grasshoppers, togcther with the 
failure of the baflalohuats and the Gsheries, 
fand the disappearance of the rabbits, usaally 
#0 pumerous {a the winter season, have, com- 
Dined to prodace this deplorabls stats of suf- 
fering aud starvation. 

‘To moot this distress, the Governor and 
Council ot tue settlement, at an early date, 
voted all the fondsat their ‘disposal, amount 
ing to $16,009 ; the cities of St. Paul and Mil 
wankes ia the United States, as well as Otte 
‘wa, Suatiord, Hamilton, Lendon and Toronto 
in Canada, tiave contributed ; and the Hon. 
Hudson's Bay Compaay ant Mr. Kew, of 
London, bave remitted collections made in 
Englaod. Considerable sums havo also buen 
beard from as hav@&g been ralsod by kind 
friends in England, Canada and the United 
States. But the commitiee regret t> iad that 
there is need of mn awsintance. 

Tt may be sufficient to wey, that hitherto 
they Lave been obliged to limit the food to 
to pounds per week to each person.

We give space to-day to s lengthy letter, 
o& the Georgian Bay Canal project, written 
by Mr. Lartaw, of Toronto. Mr. Laintaw 
has earned a large share of notoritty, if not 
distinction, by his energetic advocacy of 
“ narrow guage” railways, and has been a 
persistent opponent of the Georgian Bay 
Canal. Though we do not endorse his 
sentiments, either on railways or canals, to 
their fall extent, we cansot bat admit that 
his argumente against entertaining the Geor- 
an Bay project are stroog, pracseal, and 
‘Apparently irrefutable. It will at least be 
bard for the promoters of the Georgian 
Bay scheme to meet them successfully 
to the satisfaction of unprejudiced on-look- 
era, There can be no doubt oa one point of 
hia argoment, that canal cost immensely 
more thad railways; and hence the inference 
is fair that unless canal can be madeto 
connect two loug reaches of water naviga- 
tuon, or save a very considerable amount of 
time in the carrying of freight, its construc 
tion will prove unprofitable; and from hie 
view of the benefits to be conferred oa navi- 
gahion by the Georgina Bay project, it would 
seem obvious that the advantage to be 
gained would, to say the least, cost far too 
high @ price. 

Ie may fairly be questioned whether the 
Georgian Bay Canal would do for Toronto 
what the Welland did, so effectually, for old 
Niagara. It would amureily damage toa 

‘extent the traffic of some of the 
which Toronto is largely io- 
terested, and so far inflict an injury ; but 
‘beyond that, gonceding that it were even pos- 











iniluence on the trade of Ontario, one way oF 
the other. It would vastly benefit the West- 
‘ern States, and some of the lake shore portsot 
| New York, and enable the millers and grain 
dealers of Ontario and Quebec to keep down 
somewhat the price of Canadian wheat ; but 
that only to a trifling extéat.

By a return just laid before the Legislature 
of Ontario, we have an interesting, af not 
very tlattering, expase of the management of 
the Upper Canada Boant of Agriculture.

This is probably 
the last “test vote of the session, and it 
sshews little, aay, ebangein the strength of 
partion, 


Ts Saturday's Gazette appeared the frst 
quarterly retura of the Insurance Companies 
licensed to do business in Canada, with the 
amounts and character of their deposits. No 
one can glance at this list without being 
‘struck with the very large measure of success 
which has attended the working the new 
insurance law. Thirty-five companies have 
‘already complied with the terms of the law; 
‘aod the total deposite amouat to three mil- 
ions, three hundred and sixty-eight thousand, 
two huadred and forty-five dollars. Of this 
‘sam, one half or thereabouts, is in cash, the 
balance in American, Canadian and British 
secunties. 

The amount named above gives ample 
guarantee to Canadian insurers. All risks, 
fire, marine and lite, are reached by the ope- 
ration of the Act, and the companies doing 
business in Canada are compelled 
to give such an amount of security aa places 
their customers beyood any reach of loss io 
‘every case where a claim is properly estab 
liabed. We understand that other compan- 
ies are preparing to“comply with the terms 
of the law, 40 that there need be no fear that 
the predictions ot thove who amerted that the 
Act would extinguish healthy competition 
will be realised. Indeed at the present aver 
age value of money in permanent invest- 
ments of undoubted security the companies 
have 20 reason to complain that they are 
required to deposit so large an amount, and 
‘0 tar do they seem to be from doing this that 
‘tome of them bare increased their amounts 
in advance of the time required by law, 

The national advantage of this system, 
‘apart from the security given to policy bold- 
ers, and the advantage conlerred upon the 
Companies in being secured from the com- 
petition of bogus conceras, must be obvious 
in view of the large amount of the loan acqir— 
ed at par, at a moderate interest, and placed 
uoder a management which involves the least 
possible expense. In the course of # short 
time this loan will probably reach four mil- 
liows: of dollars, and will go" on increasing 
with the business of the country. 

















‘A soxswuat novel Suxuirr’s eale was 
advertised to take place at the Court House 
here oo Saturday, being nothing leas than ten 
thousand dotlary’ worth of Canadiaa five per 
eat. securities, of as much thereof as would 
satinfy’ the judgment debe. The Zina In- 
surance Company of Dublin having been 
doiog business ia Canada, at the time the 
Insurance Act of 1860 was passed, 
vested the amount named in Canadian 
securities. This Company has now ceased 
‘operations in Cansds, and was sued 
for unsatisfied claims st Torooto, and 
Goderich, four executions having isued in 
all, amounting to the presest date to about 
$4,500. These executions were placed 
in the hands of the Smear of this 
county, for the purpose of seizing the 
seourities held by the Munstan or Frxaxce, 
‘This eeizure was made, and the sale adver- 
tived to take place as we have saud oo Satar— 
day. The bidders, however, were few, the 
‘company's ageat having sent a verbal intima 
wom that he bad luged = written protest 
against the surrender of the securities with 
the Mosurren or Fruxce. The sale wad 
‘consequently postponed until the 23nJ inst, 
atthe same hour, noon, when, if the execu- 
tions are not previously satisfied, or proceed 
jogs stayed; the securities will be peremp- 
torily sold to the highest bidder. 

We believe this is the first case of the kiod 
which ever arose under the old Act. Some 
doubt exists a9 to the completeness of the 
‘Sunsr¥’s ttle to the property, it being con- 
tended that the securities are for the benefit 
of all the creditors of the Company, though, 
spparently, the provision of the statute is 
peetty clear as to the right of seizure and 
sale under execution. Under the new Act, 
there 1s no room lefi fur misapprehenmon, as 
itis explicitly provided that the deposits of 
the Companies aiall be rested in the Mists- 
tenor Fixaxce, aad by him be heli for the 
Company, or for the satisfaction of its debts 
to Canadian creditors.

CANADIAN RAILWAY SYSTEM. 


From the Detoit Pree Press, January 10, 

But little attention has been given in the: 
United States to thie grand system of railways 
in Canwta to connect tho 00 vith 
the far West. The Great Western snd Grand 
Teank ere well Known by those whose duty it 
{s, ine business point of view, to
